Tonight For 
Parliament 

The clly-wide University Model 
Parliament will open tonight at 
7:15 in the City Hall. Rcpresen- 
tativcs from McGill, Sir George 
Williama, the University of Mont- 
real, Loyola College and &IacDo- 
nald College will participate. 

This is tfio first time an Islnnd- 
wido parliament has been at- 
tempted by tho participating uni- 
venules, although each has held 
• model parliaments on their cam- 
pus. , 

The Conservatives, who will 
form the Government, are put- 
ing. forwards a>. bill calling for 
common dtlzenship for all Com- 
monwealth citizens. The motion 
will be open to discussion in ac- 
cordance with standard parlia- 
mentary procedure and private 
members' bills will also oe en- 
tertained. 

The session's proceedings will 
be governed by Beauchenes' "Ru- 
les for Meetings in Canada". 

BREAKDOWN 

Of tho S9 scats in the Parlia- 
ment, the Tories will ba the lar- 
gest minority with 40 seats. The 
Liberals will have 331 the CCF 
will have 19, McGlll's Nco-Radi- 
cals 5, with one Independent 
■from McGill and one from Mac- 
Donald. The allotment of seats is 
based on the results of recent 
elections held on the. various 
campuses. 

,Tne -Hon. Frank îîcGee, Con- 
aervative M.P. from York-Scar- 
borough, will act as speaker of 
the House. During the present 
session of the federal parliament, 
iMcGee was responsible for tabl- 
ing a motion on the abolishment 
of capital punishment 




McGiU University will be receiving greatly increased 
provincial grants next year — based on ?1.75 per capita 
of Quebec s population and proportioned between the 
province a six institutions of higher learning on an enroll- 
ment basis. This should 'amount to almost two imd a half 
million dollars.

Details of the new provincial 
grants scheme were distributed in 
tho Legislative Assembly late yes- 
terday afternoon by' the ^Uni(ia>Na* 
tionalo govemment.''Prém!ér'Aht6- 
nio Barrette told the Assembly that 
under the terms of his plan, Que- 
bec universities would receive the 
money, starting in the 1960-61 fis- 
cal year, regardless of whether or 
not some settlement is reached 
with Diefenbaker over federal 
grants. - 

POWELL COMMENTS 

Commcnthig on the new plan 
KIcGill's Chancellor Powell sai( 
last night, ' 

"Although I haven't had an op- 
portunity to study Quebec's plan 
for tho support of education. I am 
delighted with today's press re 
ports of the government's inten- 
tion to make such generous grants 
to universities. They certataly need 
financial help but I am sure that 
the spirit responsible for such aid 
will also be valued highly by stu- 
dents and their teachers." 

Called "an act respecting finan- 
cial assistance to the universities 
of the provtace," the measure was 
introduced in the Lower House 
before Christmas by the late Pre- 
mier Paul Sauvé. But texts were 
not available at that time. 

\Vhen Sauvé brought down the 
measure, ho said the government's 
"regular and permanent" aid to 
universities would be paid on the 
basis of $1.50 for every man, wo- 
man and child of the province to 
be distributed according , to the 
number of students enrolled in 
each institution. 

BARRETTE'S LETTER 

'Premier Barrette last -week in 
his letter to Prime Minister Die- 
fenbaker pointed out that the 
boosted provincial grants will bo 
paid "regardless of the outcome of 
the negotiations between the fede- 



ral govcmment and Uio Quebec 
provincial government." 

Financial assistance granted 
Quebec universities under the new 
bill is to be paid out ol-the provin- 
ce's cducatl(m fund. ^ 

Tho Quebèc education fund fa 
built up from half the proceeds of 
the provbicial sales tax, of inco* 
me derived from' a tax on hydrau- 
lie resources and other miscella* 
neous sources. 

ADVANCE PAYMENTS 

Under tho new legislation, the 
Quebec cabinet may authorize the 
fmance minister to niake advance 
payments each year not to exceed 
75 per cent of the esthnatod ap. 
portionment. 

A clause of the bill states that 
the universities may agree among 
themselves;- ; 

1. To fix standards of university 
attendance for the purpose of ap> 
pointment of the grants. • 

2. To determine the proof of 
such attendance to be supplied 
to the minister of finance. 

If the universities make such 
agreements unanimously, they will 
have force of law. Otherwise, tho 
Lieutenant Governor in Council 

may make such definition of uni- 
versity attendance and prescribe 
such proof as he shall deem fair 
and equitable." 



Board Allocates Bookstore 
Profits Strictly For Union

McGlll's Board of Governors 
. recently decided to allocate all 
profits from the Book .Store to 
the SEC for the express purpose 
o( .managing the Students' Union. 

This will not make any more 
funds available to the Union but 
it will put more ready cash at 
the disposal of those In charge 
. of maintenance and thus make 
their task much easier. 

Prior to this announcement the 
■ Board of Managers was forced to 



apply to the Governors for every 
Individual sum of money they 
requb«d., Under the new;(^tem 
adfflinlstratioa will be extremely 
simplified." 

ORIGIN 

The idea was originated last 
year by Roy Hpenan, who was 
then president of the students' 
Society. It was passed by the SEC 
in May but no action .was^taketf 
by the Board of Governors lit that 
time, pending clarification of the 
relationship of the Women's 
Union to the StudenUVSodety.

The commit- 
tee suggested that all the money 
be given, to Students' Society, 
subject again to approval by the 
Board of Governors, 

Actually, this had been 'done In 
practice before the recommenda- 
tion was approved, as the presen- 
ce of the president of the Wo- 
men's Union on the SEP was felt 
to be sufficient to protect their 
rights. 

This later measure will give 
the SEC even more control of fi- 
nances as they are diowed to 
allocate it without prior approv- 
al of the Board of Goremors — 



providing it is spent on the mala 
tenanco of the Union. 

This is made very clear in the 
Governors' decision to permit the 
change. Some control will still 
be maintained since "..■the funds 
.will be placed in. a special ac- 
count and annual reports on ex- 

gendltures from this account will 
e made to the Board of Govern- 
ors." 

ALLOCATION 

Before this time money was 
spent on various projects such 
as one or two WUS scholarships 
a year for incoming students, a 
token donation to the New;Union 
Fund.^ financial backing to Debat- 
ng Union trips, and aid to MCWA. 

These organizations will not 
lose this financial support. Under 
the present situation, . they will 
be able to draw from tho sources 
which bad previously been used 
for the maintenance of the Union. 

The amount of money which 
tho Union will receive should be 
abouti M,00O. per annum. This 
figure should expand when the 
New Students' Centre Is built 
since ' the Book Store will be 
housed in that buikiing and it will 
have increased space and "facil- 
ities. - 



60 Charities 
Drive Ends 
Canvassing 

The McGill Combined Charitiei 
Campaign officially closes today. 
Canvassers who have not already 
coUected contributions from their 
Ust of students are urged to make 
a last attempt today. 

Arthur Dalf en, treasurer of the 
Campa gn, reports that returns" 
which havo been counted to date 
are sufficiently close to original 
expectations. From the $450 talil- 
ed up to yesterday he noted that 
students have given , in. excess oi 
$1 on the average during the last 
few days. Dalfen said tlwt this li ' 
definitely better than^in^ast 
campaigns when an average oi 
only 50 cents per student was r*- 
corded. 

...According to all Indications, 
this year's campaign should ex- 
ceed the total of $3,000 collected 
|"t year. This evidence supports 
the feelings of the campaign exe- 
cutive which supported the Idea 
of straight salesmanship without 
any gimmicks. 

As soon as returns arc collected 
half the funds will be distributed 
to the Federation of Catholic 
Charities, the Combined Jewish

Campaign. The remaining 50% 
will ])e given to the World Uni- 
versity Service of Canada.

It's the Little Things... 

A letter to the editor today points out that McGill 
fitiiUenta pay in the neighborhood of six hundred dollars 
tuition fees per year. For some, this amount is a few 
hundred dollars less than they actually pay. Others, such 
as Arts students, get by on fivè hundred and fifty dol- 
lars. But which ever way you choose to look at it, tu tion 
fees at McGill are a considerable outlay, especially if 
one makes a comparison with institutions such as the 
University of Montreal whose fees are in the three to 
four hundred dollar bracket for most faculties. 

True, McGill's reputation and quality supposedly is 
surpassed by no other Canadian university. Sometimes, 
however, we wonder if we are really getting our money's 
worth. It's not the quality of the lecturers or the .semi- 
antique apparatus to be found in certain laboratories 
that irks us, but the little- things. Little things like clear- . 
ing slush and snow off the sidewalks or installing proper 
■ drainage. - 

The other day we saw one young lady slip and fall 
in a pool of slush and water just inside Roddick Gates, 
near the road which leads to the Physics Building. For- 
tunately there appeared to be no physical damage apart 
from a few bruLses. Of course, the lady's coat and dress, 
- not to mention notebooks, did become a soggy mess of 
mud and water. 

It would have been- very easy for a man equipped 
with a^ simple .shovel to have cleared out the gutter and 
prevented such a mishap. Incidentally, the path taken 
by the young lady (leading from Roddick Gates to the 
Arts Building) is used by over 3,000 students daily. In- 
deed, the university is lucky that no one had been se- 
riously injured as we believe that such a person could 
sue for damages on the grounds of negligence. 

Between the Physics Building and the Pulp and Pa- 
per Research Institute there is another bothersome pro- 
blem. The university has carefully installed a flight-of 
stairs, enabling pedestrians who enter from University 
Street to ascend to campus level (by the way, we no-- 
tice that the railing which rec;ently fell down has not 
yet been replaced or repaired).- Just before . the stairsr 
pedestrians pass through a hollow under which'the uni- 
versity steam pipes are laid. Apparently they are not \ve\\ 
insoiîited, for in almost any winter weather the escaping 
heat melts the snow on the ground'above, leaving pools 
of water and slu.sh to challenge-^the passerby. These are 
geiierally of such magnitude that one has to .walk through 
. them, and not around. ^U,y^i'i^> ' I ' ■ 

The problem could bè solved .simply by . installing' 
drainage pipes in the form of "farm tile" leading off 
and under the parking lot. Instead, der.pite the fact that 
the path has been a recognized thoroughfare for as long 
as we can remember, pedestrians still must take the 
slushy way out. 

- We knéw the Buildings and Grounds Department is 
not referred to in the same breath as, say, the Faculty 
of Medicine. Nevertheless, that department could well 
consider that "little things mean a lot". • .
